Greetings all you R-390A gurus... 


Finally getting some BA stuff done now that I'm back from the frozen tundra 
of Moscow, Russia. Didn't see a single peice of boatanchor gear while I 
was there, with the exception of a nixie tube frequency counter and a nixie 
tube voltmeter, both still in regular service at the Russian Space 
Corporation Energia facility. Both wore CCCP markings, and both were 
extremely well made. 


Anyways, on to the questions! I'm turning a parts unit R-390A audio deck 
into a solid state unit as an experiment. The number one problem with this 
pursuit is where to get the 12 to 15 VDC power that the amplifier unit 
needs. I figured that since many (if not all!) people do not use the OVENS 
in the unit, the 25.2 VAC winding on the power transformer may make a good 
candidate. So, I was looking to see what was powered by this winding. I 
found: 


1) V701 and V505, two tubes that are on the ballast tube regulator. Since 
these are .300 amp, these draw 7.6 VA. 

2) The VFO oven, which according to the manuals draws 45 watts @ 25.2 VAC. 
3) The coils of K101A and K101B, plus some loss in the rectifier. I think 
these would draw no more than 3 or 4 VA. 


Okay, if we assume the tubes/ballast tube and the coils are resistive with 
a power factor of 1, the total draw on the 25.2 VAC winding is about 50 watts. 


That means that this radio pulls a peak power of 2 amps (assuming PF=1) out 
of a 1.2 amp winding! How can this be? Are the manuals wrong? Did some 
Collins engineer not do his job? Or, is the transformer rating of 1.2 amps 
a CONTINUOUS rating, knowing that the 45 watt VFO oven wasn't going to be 
on all of the time? 


Anyways, I'm thinking that the 25.2 VAC winding may be the source of the 
power that this amplifier needs...

Aboard HAIDA, I am running a British B28 receiver (220V 50 Hz) using a 
small Hammond 115/230 autotransformer. Works great. If isolation from 
the power line is not an issue, this is the cheapest way to provide 
220/240 power for an individual piece of equipment. I mounted the 
autotransformer on a separate chassis and provided a special power plug 
on the receiver and mating receptacle on the chassis to ensure that only 
that receiver could be connected to the 220 volt source. The 120 volt 
side of course is fused and fitted with a U-ground plug.

In the recent thread on crystal oscillators and temperature sensitivity, I 
said that oven crystals were not designed to operate on the cusp of the 
frequency characteristic curve but rather in the low slope portion of the 
curve between the two cusps. I did a little more reading on this and I 
found that AT-cut crystals designed for room-temperature operation are 
indeed often designed to operate on the lower temperature cusp. This 
provides for the best temperature stability at room temperature but has the 
negative effect of making temperature compensation rather difficult. 


Most of the information in Terman's handbooks on crystals is quite out of 
date. With modern X-ray crystallography used to determine the proper 
cutting angles, crystals of today are far more reproducible than they ever 
were. Mike Feher's description of modern microprocessor controlled 
oscillators shows the advances that have been made. 


Most modern crystals are made from synthetic quartz crystals about 1/2 to 1 
inch in diameter and six or more inches long. I have a few rejects that 
were close but not perfect enough. Many hobby gem and mineral dealers sell 
such synthetic crystals inexpensively. I think I paid about $10 for the 
larger one I have.

>From what you describe it does sound like power line noise. Causes, amongst 
others, could be loose hardware on the line or tracking on the cross arms 
near an insulator. It is very difficult to DF this using RF, as the noise 
can really travel along the line. Current techniques use an ultrasonic 
sniffer with a parabolic mike. Older methods uses a Stoddart radio with a 
directional loop. Or you could try the old technique of hitting the pole 
with a sledgehammer if you think you found it. The thump would make the 
noise change. If you can hear the noise on a transistor radio or other 
portable, you can wander looking for maximum. 


Also does the noise change with weather and humidity? Often that will make 
it get worse. 


And then it doesn't have to be the power line. Could be some equipment in 
someone's house. I remember reading an article in QST where they traced it 
to a defective door bell transformer. 


Good luck. It isn't always easy, but usually the power companies will be 
cooperative if you get the right person and talk gently.

It might be easier to gin up an AFC. Small, couple of puff, perhaps 
variable, cap from top of oscillator tank to ground via a reversed bias 
silicon (shudder) diode.

One note about locating power-line noise: 


If you have one of those radios sold to aircraft 
pilots which provide the VHF aircraft band 

(ca. 108-135 mc AM), this makes a good short-range 
noise DF'er, as the VHF noise is much easier 

to locate. You can walk down the street with 

this radio and locate the specific pole(s) with 

no need to thump; by interposing your body between 
the radio's antenna and the noise source, you have 

a rough & ready directional antenna. Almost as much 
fun as traditional fox-hunting!
